ID Tbe Keview of Reviews tor 3^iy we 
followin;" article on Agniualdo'a gov- 
erninent and army. He aaya: 


After but arrival at Cavite in M*y, 


1898, Agninaldo orgsnized, with won- 
derful rapidity, a provisional govern- 
ment, and ID • short time had in army 
which was capturing Spanish ontpoeta 
with the frequency of trained regulars. 
Within 80 days after his arrival be had 
taken over 2,000 Spanish prisoners and 
had practically gained control of all the 
country of Luzon outside of Manila, 
leaving that city to our mercy. During 
the latter part of Hay and all of Jtine, 
before the arrival of onr troops, his re- 
lations with onr forces were most 
agreeable. There seemed to be no fric- 
tion. Thera was perfect understanding 
between Admiral Dewey and himself, 
although the former was cnrefnl to 
avoid formal recognition. 
No matter 


what estimate may be made of Agni- 
naldo's personal character, there is no 
reason why truthful credit should not 
be given for what he actually did. Com- 
ing to Manila at nearly the same time, 
1 witnessed the beginning as well as 
the development of his authority 


The impression went abroad among 


the masses of people that Agninaldo had 
arrived to establish an independent gov- 
ernment and that the Americans would 
assist him. The actual working of his 
government under the gnus of our ships 
was sufficient evidence to them of onr 
approval. From ona end of Luzon to 
the other spread the report that Gen- 
eral Eniilio Aguinaldo, the exiled leader 
of the former revolution, had returned 
to his home under the protection of the 
ships of a nation called America, which 
had gone to war with Spain, and would 
give them freedom and independence at 
once. These influences had a tremen- 
dous effect. Before Agninaldo had been 
in Cavite a month be not only bad mors 
soldiers than he could arm, bnt con- 
tributions of large gams of money, with 
unlimited amounts of rice and other 
raw food supplies brought in by the 
people for the support of his army. 


From this time on up to Feb. 4,1899, 


the people from north to south in the 
island of Luzon, as well as those in the 
coast ports of the Visaynn gronp, were 
educated to believe that they wete to 
have absolute independence 
Tho evi- 


dences to the contrary in the meantime 
became known only to Aguinaldo, his 
leaders, and certain portions of his ar- 
my, and were not made Icnown to the 
people. Here Aguinaldo may have first 
allowed his personal ambition to oat- 
weigh the good of hi3 followers and the 
masses o* population. 


Newspapers were started, v ;h the 


special purpose of advancing * ;lipino 
interests, and nothing was published in 
them which suggested other than abso- 
lute independence. When the natives, 
who did not quite understand why we 
remained so long in the islands,, asked 
their leaders for an explanation, they 
were informed that we were making 
preparations to depart, and that it was 
only a question of time when they 
would be in full sway in Manila and, 
elsewhere. 


The government, which^was organiz- 
• 


ed by Agnmaldo at Cavite and contin- 
ued first at Bakor and later at Msilolos, 
developed into n much more elaborate 
affair than ita moat ardent supporters 
had originally expected. By the middle 
of October, 1898, he had assembled at 
Malolos a congress of 100 men, who 
would compare in behavior, manner, 
dress and education with the average 
men of the better classes of other Asi- 
atic nations, possibly including the 
Japanese Tbesa men. whose sessions I 
repeatedly attended, conducted them- 
selves with great decorum and showed 
a knowledge of debate and parliamen- 
tary law that would not compare un- 
favorably with the Japanese parlia- 
ment. Tbe executive portion of the gov- 
ernment was made np of a ministry of 
bright men, wbo seemed to understand 
their respective positions. Eaoh general 
division was subdivided with reference 
to practical work. There was a large 
force of undersecretaries and clerks, 
who appeared to be kept very buay with 
routine labor 


The army, however, of Agninaldo 


was the marvel of bia achievements. Ha 
had over 20 regiments of comparatively 
well organized, well drilled and well 
dressed soldiers, carrying modern rifles 
iind ammunition I saw many of these 
regiments executing cot only regimen- 
tal bnt battalion and company drill 
with n preciaica that astonished me. 
Certainly as far as dress was concerned 
the comparison with the uniform of our 
soldiers was favorable to 'the Filipinos. 
They were officered largely, except in 
the higher positions, with young men 
who wore ambitions to win honors and 
were not merely show fighters. The peo- 
ple in all the differtnt towns took great 
prido in this army. Nearly every fam- 
ily hnd n father, *on or consin in it' 
Wherever they went they roused enthn 
•iarm for the Filipino owe. The im 
presaion made upon tba inhabitants ol 
the Ulterior by such displays can b« 
readily appreciated.

abouts. I have been working on the 
motor for several months, and it now 
fulfills all my expectations. Tbe French 
naphtha machines will not be in the 
same class with mine, and the inven- 
tors will bang their heads with dis- 
gust when the one which is now being 
completed is placed beside those of 
French make. The mechanism of my 
machine is far more practical. It is 
greatly condensedt the clumsy appear 
once will be done away with and the 
whole affair will be lighter." 


"Will it take a person experienced in 


electricity to run your machine?" war 
asked. "Sot at all," exclaimed th 
great inventor. "Anybody can run i 
without the slightest danger. A child 
will be just as safe on the seat as he i 
on a common bicycle of tricycle." 


The controversy in regard to th 


speed of the French and American au 
tomofcilcs and the proposed Internationa 
race bad directed the attention of th 
great fnventor to the problem of Ion 
distance traveling, and be"positively as, 
Berts that when completed his machin 
will have a running capacity of from 
12 to 14 miles an hour and that the mo 
tive power would last to travel 150 
miles without recharging. 


"As the demand increases," be con- 


tinned, "and should my vehicles prove 
the success I anticipate, I will either 
build a factory for their manufacture or 
sell out my rights to some bicycle con- 
cern." 


As to the cost Mr. Edison said that 


when the general demand came the 
price cf a two ssated vehicle would be 
brought down to the cost of a good 
team of horses, and that a one seated 
buggy complete would be bought for 
from $300 to f400.

WANTS PENSION REDUCED. 


Remarkable Action at m Coacciea- 


tloni Ohio War Veteran. 


A case much out cf the ordinary is 


that of John J. Hnllinger, an old sol- 
dier, of Wooster, O , who wants the 
pension department to reduce his pen- 
sion of *72 a month to f 50. Hnllinger 
is totally disabled, having been confined 
to his home* with rheumatism for 15 
years. He waa a soldier in the war of 
the rebellion, serving in the Sixteenth 
Ohio regiment, and his condition noyy 
can be traced directly to exposure suf- 
fered while engaged in his country's 
defense. He has suffered from rheuma- 
tism Fjjice thp war, but was able to snp- 


ort himself until 15 years ago. Since 
iien he has been confined to hi* home 
ontinually, says the Chicago Times- 


Herald. 


Several weeks ago he learned of a rui- 


ng of the pension department wherein 
lie amount of pension allowed for cer- 
ain degrees of disability was set forth. 
?bis fact was to the effect that a person 
rawing the total disability amount, 
>72, ninst be in need of an attendant 
onstantly, while only $50 a month was 
o be allowed when the pensioner was 
n need of an attendant part of the time, 


Hnllinger is a very conscientious 


man, and did not think it was right for 
lini to' be drawing f73 when be is not 
n constant need of an attendant. 
He 


wrote the pension department about the 
matter, wud an agent of the pension de- 
mrtment went to Wooster to take 
estiroony. What action the department 
will take is not known, but it i* the 
eeling of Hnllinger's friends that he is 
entirely too conscientious. He cannot 
>e left alone for any length of time, arid 
n a short time he will be constantly 
n need of an attendant.

Finding considerable difficulty in get- 
iag a*I!fSri"D*, nnin!>pr.*rf seamen to 
ill the vacancies existing in the chips of 
the navy, the department at Washing- 
on ha* devised a new scheme to re- 
move the difficulty. Orders have been 
sent to the receiving ship* a* New York. 
Boston and Philadelphia to enlist 150 
andnien of good character and ia all 
way§ the most deferable xnen who 
an be obtained, and as soon •• snipped 
bese men will be transferred to th« 
Teasels of the north Atlantic squadron, 
commanded by Bear Admiral Sampson, 
without regard to the authorised com- 
plements of those ships. 
t 


This body of men, none of whom is 


supposed to know anything nanticiil, 
will receive special attention and in- 
Btrnction on board the seagoing ships in 
order to make of them efficient men-of- 
war's men. Just how this plan will 
work will be watched with interest 
Usually raw recruits for the navy are 
broken in on board the receiving ships 
before being sent to pea, bnt by this 
new plan they will be sent to sea first. 
It is expected that the idea will appeal 
to many young men who have a desire 
for the navy, but have heretofore been 
unable to ship on account of the usual 
gurplus of such applicants. 
, 


Tho great increase in the navy with- 


in the past year or two has caused a 
scarcity of enlisted men in certain rat- 
ings as"well as an absence of the neces- 
sary number of officers. There seems to 
be a good supply of petty officers and 
apprentices, bat seamen and ordinary 
seamen are scarce. There does not seem 
to be the usual number of re-enlist- 
ments, and this is said by some naval 
officers who have given the matter at- 
tention to be due to the workings of the 
recent order that hereafter all enlist- 
ments are for four years instead of 
three, for general service, and the doing 
away with special service enlismeuts of 
one year. This, it is thought, tempo- 


I rarily discourages re-enlistments of men 
, who" think four years a long time to 
ebip for. That this will be anything 
but temporary is not generally believed, 
' although it causet some inconvenience 
j while the readjustment to new condi- 
I tions is going on. 
I 
Another reason for the scarcity of 


1 available seamen is the number of men 
1 who are receiving special instruction in 
gunnery ships and schools, at the "tor- 
pedo station at Newport, in electricity 
at New York navy yard and elsewere. 
All these branches of special instruction 
take men away from the cruising ships. 
These branches of instruction have been 
added to the naval establishment, or, if 
existing before, have been largely in- 
creased and their scope widened, since 
the Spanish-Ameircan war. -It is in line 
, with the policy of the navy department 
to kaep tha service up to date. Tbe 
school of instruction in electricity at 
the New York navy yard takes in offi- 
cers as well as enlisted men, and is ex- 
pected to be of great benefit when those 
who are receiving the instruction are 
sent to sea again and have the duties of 
caring for the many electrical device* 
' and apparatus now so plentiful in the 
new ships and which will be even more 
eo in the vessel* of the battleship class 
about to be added to the navy. 
• " The workings of the school of elec- 
tricity and gunnery classes at Willling- 
ton and on the gunnery ship Amphitrite 


f are such that a young roan in the navy 
' today is enabled practically to choose his 
own course and receive valuable in- 
struction from the government, which 
will not only be useful to him if he re- 
mains in the service many years, but 
will be valuable to him in civil life if 
he leaves the navy. Any deserving man 
of good record may apply at any time 
to be sent to one of these schools of ill- 
s', motion, an'd just now an application 
of that sort is pretty certain to take the 
applicant where be wants to go. This 
opens up a new value to the navy,- and 
in the opinion of those who favor the 
scheme it will attract many of the bet- 
ter class of young men as soon as it be- 
comes generally known that the navy 
does offer such chances, 
i 
Of course the gnnncry schools are use- 


ful mainly to train naval gunners in 
the ways which will bring forth good 
marksmen and enable the United States 
navy to maintain the record it has al- 
[ ways held for unequaled fighting gun 
fire.

In 188i he re- 
ceived a message from a distant rela- 
tive, Barney Zoll, in which the latter 
told of his capture by Union soldier* 
and incarceration in tbe Federal prison 
at Camp Chase. Barney Zoll was not a 
soldier, bat he sympathized keenly 
with the south, and it was for this 
sympathy that be was imprisoned. 
William Zoll, on the other hand, sym- 
pathized just as keenly with tbe Union. 


Nevertheless his kinsman's appeal 


touched Lim deeply, und, although he 
was no\ possessed of much means at 
the time, ho continued to send some 
money and tobacco and clothing to the 
prisoner from time to time.

When trains urst begat to run through 
the reservation, a oumbor of pouies 
were killed by acL-ident We promptly 
paid for tlieir,. acd tue owners wore 
satisfied. A few cuuuing Sioux thought 
they saw iu the situation an opportuni- 
ty to make money and drove their po- 
nies on the track to ibe killed and paid 
for. 
We discovered the trick and ap- 


pealed to tbe c-hief. who promptly sup- 
pressed the iniquity. This is the near- 
est approach to a. misunderstanding 
that we have had." 


A good story Is told of a big chief 


who wanted to trade 100 ponies for a 
locomotive., HP did not appreciate tho 
ntthty of the track aad thought lie 
could dash over the prairiea at will 
with the iron hor&e. It took some time 
and patience to get the Idea out of the 
chiefs head, but he finally relented. It 
was, however, a great disappointment. 


Another story is connected with pay- 


ment for thu riijht of way through the 
reservation. It may not bo quite ac- 
curate in Iftifer, but is true in spirit 
The through express from St. Paul to 
Heiena had not been running loatr 
wheu a strange incident happened out 
on the prairie. 


A solitary Indian, feathered in state- 


ly fashion and mounted on a horse of 


( rare beauty, occupied a conspicuous 
position beside the track aad pure the 
engineer a frieudly sigual to stop. Off 
went the steam, and a geutle touch of 
tbe airbrake brought the long train to a 
standstill. 
; The red man explained that he repre- 
! sented his tribe in. a matter of right of 
|' way. There bad been a mistake, and 


the railroad ought to pay some more 
money. In this formal and diplomatic 
' manner, the Indian explained, the mat- 


I ter was presented for adjustment in 
full confidence that the great white 


I"* chief who built the railroad would be 
] I Just to his Indian frieuds. 


For the engineer this was a poser. 


I! He had no idea that be was a diplomat, 


tmt he was, all the same. He called 
th& conductor, and all three discussed 
the case. The white men knew noth- 
ing of the merits of the matter. The 
Indian talked like one who understood 
his business and was telling the truth. 


The amount involved was only a 


few dollars, and tlie conductor looked 
as wise as possible. Ee was a man 
of common sense sharpened by fron- 
tier life. 
With due deliberation he 


wrote out a receipt, which the Indiuu 
«mbassador signed and the engineer 
•witnessed. The money was paid out 
of the cash collections, and the con- 
ference was at an end. 
" 


The red man mounted his horse and 


applied his spurs. The engineer step- 
ped into the cab and pulled a lever. 


For an instant a party of eastern 


capitalists occupying an observation 
car were face to face with the Indian 
horseman. The white men received .1 
lasting Impression of majestic dignity 
and grace. The red man was daazled 
by a vision of luxury of wuich he had 
never drpamed. 


The extremes of civilization and sav- 


agery had mot and parted In friend- 
ship. The Indian, according to tribal 
custom, reported the success of his 
mission with solemn formality and 
suppressed joy. 


The train conductor, according to 


the regulations ot the modern cor- 
poration, made a notation to the au- 
ditor on a biank form provided for the 
purpose, explaining why he was short 
in his cash and asking that his report 
be held In abeyance until he could sc- 
ctire *.he approval of his irregular act 
by a higher official. 


The ijpproval came, with a statement 


that the Indian was right. There had 
l*een a mistake in the right of way 
settlement. It was also stated that 
the president of the railroad had in- 
timated that while rules are sacred 
tilings there are times when common 
sense may serve a good purpose.— 
Atchison Globe.

THE BOSTON SUBWAY. 


Oa> of !•>• Most Keauariutble I'uder- 


gnxud I*iuw«s:«i 1» Mu> World. 


The subway ol Boston is undoubted- 


ly one of the most remarkable under- 
ground transit achievements in the 
world, pot alone for the engineering 
difficulties 
successfully 
surmounted. 


but for the still more remarkable fact 
that this municipal undertaking, in 
these days of municipal construction 
scandals, was constructed {or a sum 
leas than that placed at the disposal 
cf the transit commission by over 
$2,000,000. The estimates provided lor 
the expenditure of $7,000,000, but the 
Boston Transit commission has the 
proud distinction of turning over the 
work to the municipality (in whom 
the title is vested) for about $4,800.- 
000—$3,800,000 for construction, and 
$1,000,000 for real estate. Through a 
network of streets and alleys, often not 
more than 25 feet in width, thronged 
during the day with teams, cars, and 
pedestrians, and, lined on either side 
with buildings, the work of excavating 
thousands of tons of earth, the placing 
of the requisite machinery, and the 
carting away of the excavated material, 
had to be prosecuted. A perfect maze 
of gas and water pipes, telegraph, tel- 
ephone and other electric wires were 
to be found. Three burial grounds lay 
in the proposed course. Statues of 
noted persons stood at points directly 
In the line.There was the danger of dis- 
turbing the foundations of buildings, 
since in many cases excavation must 
go within two feet of the walls. In 
many localities scores of piles had to 
be driven'to support the subway floor. 
The walls were erected after a fashion, 
calculated to make them endure for all 
time.—Self Culture.

It was even ascertained that 
the new toil was too rich, and that the 
old soil that has been under cultivation 
for some years produced a thinuer and 
stronger leaf. Although tbe experiments 
were no eminently snccessf nl, the whole- 
sale cultivation of the Sumatra leaf was 
never undertaken because of the ob- 
structive pUicy of the Spanish regime. 


"Mr. Velge estimates that one acre of 


this ground will produce from 0,000 to 
10,000 plants, or trees, as they lire tech- 
nically termed. One native is consider- 
ed capable of planting and barvesticg 
one acre. He is paid for his services in 
the cultivation of Manila tobacco abont 
$10 (Mexican) for every 100 prrsjsds of 
tobacco that is accepted by the ware- 
houses. 'This means an income for him 
thioughont tbe year of about 25 cents 
(Mexican) per diem. 


"Of course at the date of writing 


there is almost nothing being done in 
the tobacco raising provinces, as tbe 
ports- are closed and their markets are 
shut off. Men with money who are on 
the ground when the country is thrown 
open and life and property are safe can 
realize large returns by investing in 
these rich tobacco lands; also in laying 
a railroad line through them from 
Aparri sontb."
